Wrestling coach, theatrical sets designer, 

yearbook and newspaper advisor, photogra- 

phy instructor, video and computer teacher, 

these are the many hats Mr. Sal Di Gerlando 

has worn while teaching at Barringer High 

School for the past 25 years. Although art is 

the subject he teaches, he has developed 

many interests that he has shared with his 

students. 

When he graduated from Barringer, the words 

beneath Mr. Di Gerlando's yearbook photo, 

revealed his enjoyment in participating in var- 

ious sports. And he has followed through on 

that pleasure his whole life. 

Mr. Di Gerlando began wrestling in college, 

and wanted to continue it in Barringer. So 

when he first started teaching art at Barringer, 

he also coached wrestling after school. 

He studied Isshinryu Karate for many years, 

eventually earning a black belt. He has run the 

N.Y. marathon, plays tennis weekly year 

round, skis regularly during the winter, and 

plays on a suburban volley ball club. 

Perhaps with the belief that as a student he 

could have become more involved in school 

activities, Mr. Di Gerlando has attempted to 

encourage current Barringer students to par- 

ticipate in a variety of clubs. He has been the 

advisor of the Athenaeum yearbook for twen- 

ty years — longer than any other yearbook 

advisor in N.J. Last year, he assumed the 

sponsorship of the Acropolis News along with his other voluntary duties: advisor to a photography club, a video production club, and a computer 
club. 

In 1985, Mr. Di Gerlando and his yearbook staff, began research on the history of Barringer High School, the oldest high school in New Jersey, and 
the third to be established in the United States. In 1988, the project was finally completed, and the entire colorful history of our alma mater was 
published in that yearbook. Sifting through the handwritten journals in the school library, while conducting the research was fascinating and 
rewarding. 

As a founding member of the Barringer Alumni Association, Mr. Di Gerlando worked with the sesquicentennial committee and was elected school 
historian. This group was instrumental in the 150th anniversary celebration of the institution of Newark/Barringer High School, which was held at 
the Aspen Manor in 1988. 

Mr. Di Gerlando recently wrote 2 grants — one was accepted, the other near acceptance. The funded grant is a $58,000 cash award to develop a 
computer desktop publishing system, and a computer graphics work station at Barringer. These machines will be used to aid in the publishing of the 
yearbook and the school paper. 

The second grant still under consideration is through the N.J. Historical Commission. The objective of this proposal is to photocopy and publish the 
historic Barringer journals that have been buried in the library for many years. These manuscripts depict the lives of the typical high school student 
of the 19th century, and are written in their own hand. 

Over the years, while teaching at Barringer, Mr. Di Gerlando pursued many hobbies and interests. For 15 years, he was an owner of the Salem 
Craftsmen Guild, a pottery and sculpture gallery and studio with locations in Union and Upper Montclair. This company sold equipment, gave 
instruction, and allowed craftsmen the opportunity to display and sell their work in the gallery. Mr. Di Gerlando created pottery on the potters wheel, 
and sculpture for resale. 

In the summer, Mr. Di Gerlando works on the restoration of his 1967 Corvette convertible and 1973 MGB sportscars. He also owns an extensive 
collection of baseball cards, that he has continued since he was in elementary school. 

Most of all, Mr. Di Gerlando enjoys working with children. His own, Alex age 11, and Tara age 6, and of course Barringer students. When people ask 
him why he remains at school until 5:00 p.m. daily. His comment to them is "as long as one student is willing to remain after school to perfect a 
photograph in the darkroom, or perhaps redo a layout design, or maybe develop a final draft for a yearbook story, | am willing to stay at the school to 
help them. If they are willing to put in the time, so am l.” 

Mr. Di Gerlando constantly reminds his yearbook and newspaper staff that above anything else, whether it's photography, or copy writing, or layout 
development, the student should always present their very best, and not be satisfied with less. He makes his students aware that they must make a 
commitment to the highest quality when working on the yearbook or newspaper staff. Mr. Di Gerlando warns them that they have a responsibility to 
the student body to create the very best they can. A product they can the years, reached or exceeded the highest standards in design and 
photograpy.
